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agreement in

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Negotiators 
for United Airlines and some 16.500 strik­ 
ing employes tentatively agreed to a new 
contract today, opening the way for the 
nation’s biggest airline to resume holi­ 
day service 
United said in a statement today that 
pending ratification it is preparing to 
resume more than 30 per cent of its ser­ 
vices on Monday. 80 per cent by Tuesday 
and 100 per cent by Wednesday. 
Christmas Eve 
The settlement was reached following 
an all-night bargaining session con­ 
ducted by federal mediators at the Na­ 
tional Mediation Board 
A board 
spokesman described the agreement as a 
“ stroke of luck ” 
Chief federal mediator W J 
Usery 
predicted the airline’s two-week shut 
down would be over by Monday Both the 
company and union agreed to do all they 
could to resume flights as quickly as pos­ 
sible 
The workers, represented by the Inter­ 
national Association of Machinists, 
walked off their jobs Dec 6. forcing the 
airline to lay off another 13,000 workers 
and cancel all flights through Christmas 
Eve. 
Millions of holiday travelers were 
forced to seek alternate routes Thurs­ 
day the Civil Aeronautics Board granted 
permission for other airlines to fly some 
of United’s routes to decrease the 
Christmas rush 
The terms of the agreement were 
withheld subject to ratification by the 
striking workers The settlement sur­ 
prised federal mediators, who privately 
were prepared for an extended strike 
Both sides were under increased pres­ 
sure when the talks resumed Thursday 
night for the first time in eight days 
Earlier that day, the striking workers 
had received their last paycheck and the 
government had granted three other air­ 
lines permission to fly some United 
routes 
The negotiating meeting Thursday 
night had been arranged as a 


“ preliminary" session to determine any 
change in the position of either side A 
spokesman said the mediators — Usery 
and board Chairman David H Stowe - 
found they had become more flexible and 
encouraged them toward a settlement 
“ I don't think I’ve ever witnessed the 
principals of the dispute work harder to 
settle it.” Usery said. “ They certainly 
have the concerns of the traveling public 
in mind “ 


Cost-of-living up 
again in November 


W ASHINGTON (UPU - The cost of 
living continued its steady climb in 
November, increasing 0 7 per cent for 
the second consecutive month, the Labor 
Department said today 
The increase, which translates into an 
annual rate of 8 4 per cent, dashed ad­ 
ministration predictions that inflation 
would begin to moderate near the end of 
1975 
Big increases in auto insurance and 
mortgage interest rates, property taxes, 
natural gas prices, telephone services, 
new cars and some foods cut deeply into 
a 0 9 per cent increase that the average 
worker received in his paycheck 
The real earnings of an average 
worker, nonetheless, rose 0 7 per cent, 
the department said 
The Consumer Price Index was 165 6 in 
November, meaning that goods and ser­ 
vices that cost $100 in 1967 now cost 
$165 60 
In another report, the Commerce 
Department said manufacturers orders 
for durable goods fell 1.2 per cent in 
November Commerce said the declines 
were “ widespread “ It was the second 
month of declines following five months 
of gams during the initial stages of 
recovery from the recession 
Food prices increased 0 6 per cent in 
November, compared to a 1 3 per cent 
jump the previous month The costs of 
other commodities rose 0 3 per cent 
Senate, Ford reach 
compromise on taxes 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - The Senate 
and President Ford reached a last 
minute compromise on a tax bill today, 
but House Democratic leaders refused to 
go along with the Senate’s promise to cut 
future government spending by the same 
amount as future tax cuts 
House leaders said they would pass 
their own tax cut bill with their own 
spending language and let the Senate 
and Ford — take it or leave it 
The House leadership's reaction to the 
Senate-Ford compromise at least tem­ 
porarily derailed a deal that would pre­ 
vent withholding taxes from rising early 
next year 
However, the fact that Ford agreed to 
accept the Senate promise to hold down 


spending, plus the maneuvering on both 
sides, raised hopes a final compromise 
would be worked out before the day was 
over 
The Ford-Senate compromise took 
shape when the Senate Finance Commit­ 
tee approved the same tax cut bill that 
Ford vetoed earlier but included a 
watered down promise in principle to cut 
future government spending by the 
amount of any future tax cut 
Ford gave far more than the Senate in 
accepting the compromise because it 
does not contain any specific spending 
ceiling, it says Congress will follow its 
normal budget procedures, and it also 
gives Congress the right to juggle budget 
totals in anv way 
$45 billion appropriation 
measure vetoed by Ford 


WASHINGTON <UP1) - President 
Ford today vetoed a $45 billion ap­ 
propriations bill that also contains an an- 
tibusmg provision on the grounds it 
provides nearly $1 billion more than he 
requested and represents “ a classic ex­ 
ample” of “ unchecked spending 
In the special message to Congress, 
Ford said that 
not only would the $45 
billion total in this bill add significantly 
to the already burdensome deficits in 
this year and next but the individual in­ 
creases themselves are unjustified, un­ 
necessary and unwise ” 
The bill would have provided money 
for the Departments of Labor and 
Health. Education and Welfare 


The House voted 319-71 to put off until 
Jan 27 a decision on whether to try to 
override the veto 
Ford vetoed the tax cut bill because it

Hospital won't pay 
for anesthetists 


The Lompoc District Hospital will not 
be indemnifying the local anesthetists 
after all 
The Board of Directors of the Lompoc 
Hospital District was informed yester­ 
day that the Valley Medical Group will 
insure two of its three anesthetists, ac­ 
cording to the district's legal counsel 
Mike Palmer 
Palmer said that VMG has decided to 
take out malpractice insurance instead 
of having the hospital cover the 
anesthetists under the hospital’s new 
self-insurance plan The reason is that 
the doctors could not perform surgery 
and other high risk medical service if 
they were under a hospital contract 
He also mentioned the anesthetists 
could not set their own rates under a 
hospital contract 
In other business, the board voted to 
drop a recently added by-law that all 
staff doctors must carry malpractice in­ 
surance coverage

Stevens takes 
justice chair 
in ceremony 


Hospital backs away from 
outpatient clinic plan

The Board of Directors of the Lompoc 
Hospital District yesterday backed off 
from the proposal by Dr. Rod Hamer 
that an out-patient clinic be opened at 
the hospital. 
Next month the board will review the 
proposal, after it has received more 
detailed information including a 
detailed budget, on the clinic. The board 
would also like to hear how the public 
feels about the subject. 
All of the board members expressed 
favor for a clinic in Lompoc, but some of 
them felt that private enterprise, not the 
hospital, should have “ first crack” at 
opening one here. 
“ If private enterprise won’t do it. then 
the hospital should.” board chairman

Harold Thompson said. 
Beginning the discussion, secretary 
Frank Signorelli read aloud two letters 
addressed to the board from Lompoc 
residents and a small petition of names, 
all of which declared support of the 
hospital opening an outpatient clinic. 
Dr. Hamer, hospital emergency room 
director, reported that he has talked to 
about 125 people in town and all were for 
a clinic He added that he has polled the 
19-member hospital medical staff and 12 
were in favor, four were “ luke warm." 
two had no comment and one was against 
the idea 
Chief of staff Dr L.E Heiges told the 
board that he was noncommital about 
the hospital operating a clinic because 
“ a hospital has no place in the practice 
of medicine ” He said he felt that private 
enterprise should open a clinic if one was 
going to be started here. 
Dr. Hamer said that a group of private 
citizens — as a means to relieve the 
physician shortage in Lompoc — are 
willing to open a clinic if the hospital 
would not. 
But if you don't, they will try," he 
said. 
A problem the private citizens face is 
today’s costly malpractice insurance 
coverage rates, he reported 
The in­ 
surance rate could be so steep that high 
clinic rates would be necessary and 
many people could not afford to use the 
facility. 
If the hospital operated the clinic, the 
doctors working in it would be covered 
by the hospital’s self-insurance plan 
which becomes effective on Jan 1 
Board member Dennis Inouye 
suggested that a clinic in Lompoc may 
discourage a new doctor from coming 
into town to practice and new doctors 
are what Lompoc needs 


How many of those doctors are 
waiting out in the parking lot to come 
into Lompoc?” asked Dr Hamer, and 
added that Lompoc could support as 
many as five additional doctors right 
now 
He estimated that 10.000 people in the 
valley do not have their own physicians 
Favoring the hospital operating the 
clinic, Signorelli said he would be willing 
to close the clinic if some doctors wanted 
to come to Lompoc, but didn't want to 
compete with such a facility. 
When Dr. Heiges noted that a five-day 
a week, eight-hour a day clinic does not 
cover the remaining 16 hours in a day, 
Dr. Hamer commented. “ Forty hours a 
week coverage is better than no 
coverage and no place to go.” 


Board members were given a 
minimum monthly clinic budget 
proposal that showed that the doctors 
manning the clinic would receive 60 per 
cent of the gross or $25 per hour. 


“ The hospital is the risk taker and for 
the risk taker to get 40 per cent of the 
gross is not fair.” said member Carol 
Johnson 


“ This is a tax supported institution and 
I’m concerned that the hospital should 
make as much money as possible,” she 
said 
Assistant administrator Jane Flaherty 
remarked, “ We must be practical No 
one could run a clinic better than the 
hospital and the hospital needs the in­ 
come. But even if we broke even we 
would be providing a service to the com­ 
munity. which is our purpose ' 
Member Hay Down remarked he 
would like to see private enterprise open 
a Lompoc clinic and he expressed doubt 
that a clinic would bring in “ that much 
money” to the hospital 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - John Paul 
Stevens was sworn in today as the 101 st 
justice of the Supreme Court in a brief 
public ceremony witnessed by President 
Ford and retired Justice William O. 
Douglas, the man Stevens replaced 
Chief Justice Warren E. Burger ad­ 
ministered the judicial oath and then 
wished Stevens “ a long and happy 
career” as a colleague 
Stevens. 55. who has been sitting on the 
7th U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals in 
Chicago, was confirmed to the post un­ 
animously by the Senate Wednesday. 
After Ford officially informed Burger 
that Stevens had been nominated and 
properly confirmed by the Senate, At­ 
torney General Edward Levi produced 
the "duly signed” commission, which 
was read aloud by Court Clerk Michael 
Kodak Jr 
Kodak then escorted Stevens to 
Burger’s place on the bench, where the 
chief justice administered the judicial 
oath Stevens swore to “ do equal right to 
the poor and to the rich “ 
A few minutes earlier, Stevens had 
taken the constitutional oath in the 
justices’ private conference room. 


The most extensive security precau­ 
tions in the court's history accompanied 
the brief ceremony. The front bronze 
doors of the building were closed and all 
guests were checked in on the ground 
level 
Besides Ford and Douglas, other 
guests included Stevens’ family, the 
justices’ wives, and prominent members 
of the federal bar and bench

Moluccan gunmen surrender 


AMSTERDAM. The Nether­ 
lands (UPI) — South Moluccan 
gunmen who held about two 
dozen persons hostage in the In­ 
donesian consulate for 15 days 
surrendered today and released 
their hostages. 
Twenty-five smiling hostages 
walked out of the consulate at 
1:22 p.m <4:22 a m PST) and 
entered a special bus. They 
w ere follow ed ab o u t five 
minutes later by the seven 
gunmen who strode out of the 
building one by one. 
The surrender came five days 
after another band of South 
Molueeans meekly gave up and 
released the 23 hostages they 
had held in a country train they 
hijacked about 75 miles north of 
Amsterdam 
Both sets of gunmen were 
d em an d in g 
in d e p en d e n ce 
from 
In d o n esia for th e ir 
Spice Islands homeland — a 
former part of old Dutch em ­ 
pire. ' 
The twin sieges left four 
persons dead — three killed on 
the train by gunmen who wept 
before each slaying, and one 
m an who died of injuries 
received when he jumped from 
the consulate shortly after the 
gunmen seized it. 
Cheers broke out among the 
crowds behind heavy police 
barriers outside the consulate 
as the hostages cam e out of the 
building Police, marines, and 
royal constabulary forces cor­ 
doned off the streets. Doctors in 
white coats stood by with half a 
dozen ambulances 
Police vans were parked on 
all surrounding roads and 
alongside the barbed wire and 
sandbag barriers. After the 
gunmen w ere driven off in 
police vans, two South Moluc­ 
can m ediators — the Rev. 
Semol Meitary and Johannes 
Manusawa. president of the self 
proclaimed South Moluccan 
Replublic — left the building. 
They had met face-to-face 


with the gunmen for half an 
hour to arrange the surrender. 
The gunmen, each of whom 
was heard to shout a battle cry 
as he left the building, were 
driven in a police cortege of 
motorcycles and vans to police 
headquarters where they are to 
be interrogated and officially 
charged 
Bomb squad experts entered 
the consulate, followed by In­ 
donesian Ambassador Sutopo 
Yuwono Projohandoko 
Jovful relatives of the hos­ 


tages. many of whom had m ain­ 
tained a nonstop two week vigil 
in a hotel around the corner, 
cried, shouted and waved as the 
ordeal ended

WASHINGTON (UP1) - The 
House voted 199-188 Thursday 
night to ban the British French 
supersonic Concorde jetliner 
from U S airports for at least 
six months 
Transportation Secretary 
William T Coleman Jr . in­ 
dicated he would decide Feb 5 
whether the faster than sound 
jet should be permitted to make 
the initially planned four daily 
flights at New York’s Kennedy 
and Washington’s Dulles air­ 
ports 
Senate action on the SST ban 
is not likely this year 
The Soviet Union also has a 
supersonic airliner which could 
be affected although no Soviet 
supersonic flights to the United 


States have been proposed SST 
opponents say the planes would 
be a nuisance because they are 
too noisy and because they 
would damage the atmosphere 
in a way that will increase the 
risk of skin cancer 
Before the vote. Rep Gene 
Snyder. R-Ky . told the House 
the administration opposed any 
moratorium 
The legislation said the extra 
time will help Coleman better 
establish whether the flights of 
supersonic jets, such as the 
Concorde, are too risky to 
safety and health Ihe measure 
was an amendment to a bill to 
open up federal aviation trust 
funds for airport terminal 
development The amended bill 


passed 368-16 and was sent to 
the Senate 
Coleman was under pressures 
from both environmentalists 
and backers of the advanced 
aviation technology, including 
Secretary of State Henry A 
Kissinger 
While Coleman considered 
arguments preparing for a deci­ 
sion next year, a pledge to the 
Concorde developers by former 
President Richard M 
Nixon 
surfaced 
Congress had 
rejected Nixon’s efforts in the 
1960s to aid in the development 
of an American supersonic jet 
Afterwards. Nixon promised 
the Concorde would be allowed 
to operate in the United 
States

The project was described as being 
currently under consideration for 
funding through the State Manpower 
Planning Office with discretionary funds 
from the office of Governor Brown 
County supervisors also are asked to

Finally, the board will be asked also to 
allow certain funds to be placed aside 
currently from available and unused 
CETA Title I monies in the amount of 
$233,755 for women’s employment train­ 
ing programs.

State dentists come up with 
economic crisis of their own 


Crackdown 
on gangs 
initiated

r e a c h e d 
“ e p id e m ic 
p r o p o r tio n s ,” 
S h eriff P eter P itc h e ss an ­ 
nounced creation Thursday of a 
special 50-m em ber team of 
veteran officers to work out of 
eight sheriff’s substations. 
The officers will first visit 
identified 
gang 
leaders, 
ask 
them to stop illegal activities 
and encourage them to work in 
socially acceptable activities. 
Authorities will deal severe­ 
ly, he warned, with those who 
continue illegal activities. 
“ If we have to roust them to 
p r e v e n t th e m fo r k illin g 
som ebody, w e’re going to roust 
them .’’ he said 
The sheriff said the program 
would rely on cooperation from 
o th er p o lice a g e n c ie s, the 
courts and the public, including 
neighborhood self-help organi­ 
zations. 
P itchess said there are now 
about 100 youth gangs involving 
30 000 m em bers operating in 
county area under his jurisdic­ 
tion. which does not include the 
city of Los Angeles and many 
other incorporated cities 
For many of the gangs, he 
said, violence has becom e "an 
end in itself,” with older gang 
mem bers recruiting juveniles 
and sending them out on forays 
to frighten, injure or kill. 
Pitchess said at least one- 
third of the gang victim s in the 
past two years have been inno­ 
cent bystanders. 
"Gang violence has been so 
indiscrim inate.” he said, "that

"There is virtually no availa­ 
ble research on the effect of 
educational toys - no believa­ 
ble evidence that educational 
toys even exist.” Quilitch says 
“ Parents would be well- 
advised to ignore unsupported 
advertising claims and to base 
their toy buying on one simple 
criterion 
whether the toy. as­ 
suming it is safe to use. is one 
their children will enjoy ” 
That could be a sim ple 
household item, such as a spool 
of thread on a string 
Many 
parents have seen their child 
play with such a thing while ig­ 
noring an expensive toy mom 
and dad thought would be a star 
attraction 
Quilitch says modern educa­ 
tional toys would not be easy to 
evaluate because their educa­ 
tional goals are generally 
vague 
They often are de­ 
scribed 
as ‘•developmental.” 
which suggests they will in­ 
crease a child’s intelligence by 
providing it with an "enriched 
environment.” 
He says these toys are adver­ 
tised to parents as effective in 
teaching visual discrimination, 
helping a child achieve his full 
potential, teaching such con­ 
cepts as cause and effect, and 
guiding to discovery of the 
world around him. 
"The only consistent charac­ 
teristic of most of these modern 
educational toys is that their 
goals are stated so vaguely as 
to defy description and evalua­ 
tion. How do we know, for ex­ 
am ple. 
when a child has 
reached his ‘full potential"’? 
Quilitch says he does not 
mean to deny the existence of 
educational toys, but says there 
is a need for information based 
on scientific assessments of 
their educational value.

a reduction will encourage a 
standard of housing that will 
not support the services tney 
require.’’ said a mountain 
county official 
“ One man said with the code 
changes he could build a home 
for $300 Would the taxes on 
that support schools and other 
services?” 
Local government building 
officials already have authority 
to waive most of the construc­ 
tion standards But state Hous­ 
ing Director Arnold Sternberg 
says “ they have either not used 
or abused that discretion 
and 
now need stronger direction 
from the state. 
He and other administration 
officials refuse to debate 
lifestyles. 
There may be problems with 
welfare or with the system of 
local property taxes. Sternberg 
says, “ but you don’t penalize 
people with the building code 
Moreover, he notes, there are 
a lot of interested citizens who 
do not fit into either side of the 
argument. 
One Red Bluff woman wrote 
Brown to explain the building 
standards stood in the way of 
her dream. She wants to build a 
log home as a legacy for her 
grandchildren to show that 
“ there is something else to this 
world other than picking up a 
phone, plugging in a stereo or 
watching that ruination of man 
and muscles, tv.” 
From Nevada City, a man 
wrote, “ Why does everyone 
need minimum 100 amp electric 
service when we need to con­ 
serve electricity? How about a 
100 amp m axim um and 
eliminate some useless electri­ 
cal gadgets?” 
Even a retired building con­ 
tractor from Placerville com­ 
plained he cannot build a retire- 
ment log home in the 
wilderness without hiring an 
engineer, “ even though a log 
building stood on the property 
for nearly 100 years, on dirt and 
with no care, until bugs ate up 
the sills.”

We recently 
reported that Northrop Corporation, the 
nation’s 13th largest defense contractor, 
had been staging goose hunts for the 
military brass on Maryland’s scenic 
eastern shore. 
Now it looks as if Northrop has been 
giving us a goose chase. Spokesmen as­ 
sured us that the company had merely 
provided good hunting, a little booze and 
inexpensive pass-the-plate suppers. 
We have now obtained access to 
Northrop's expense logs. These show the 
company spent thousands of dollars 
renting lodges, leasing shooting rights, 
fixing goose blinds and wining-dining 
military guests The same guests often 
played a role in awarding defense con­ 
tracts. 
On a sample weekend, for example, 
Northrop spent $1,821.36 to entertain its 
guest hunters. This was the bill for 
“ e n te r ta in m e n t” alone for the 
November 1-3, 1973 weekend. 
Until the early 1970s, Northrop housed 
the hunters at public hotels. But the 
guests began to get nervous that they 
might be spotted. This was the reason 
the company began leasing lodges where 
more privacy could be assured 
Footnote: 
A Northrop spokesman 
declined to answer specific questions but 
said “these matters" have been in­ 
vestigated thoroughly He added that the 
company is working closely with ap­ 
propriate government agencies to 
resolve the issues raised 


Concerning the FBI and CIA scandals, 
a few observations: 
1 The abuses of the FBI are in three 
categories The first is most readily un­ 
derstood. and easily forgiven. It is an ex­ 
cess of zeal in the matter of protecting

— redundant. We should, moreover, bear

The second category 
is pol i t i ca l :

standable. not easily 
forgiven 
LBJ, bugg­ 
ing Barry Goldwater. 
in order to profit 
p o l i t i c a l l y 
f r o m 
f o r e k n o wl e d g e of 
Goldwater’s 
plans. 
This was a forthright abuse of office, and 
although it transpires that FDR also did 
it, it was an objectionable and tyrannical 
violation of privacy. 
The third was — one gathers — per­ 
sonal. J. Edgar Hoover’s interest in 
Martin Luther King, let us grant, 
originated with the suspicion that he had 
a Communist accomplice. This was 
reasonable grounds for official attention 
— the infiltration of the civil rights 
movement by unregistered agents of the 
Soviet Union would have direly affected 
that movement 
It became political 
when Dr King charged that Hoover was 
sending agents to the South who would 
not concern themselves with violations 
of the civil rights laws. 
What seems then to have happened is 
that Hoover blew his top. He had 
available tapes, transcribed under a 
clinical rubric, which were apparently 
em barrassing, or at least Hoover 
thought them to be. It was then that the 
incredible series of events began, the 
final, ludicrous, pathetic, deranged con­ 
clusion of which was a letter inviting Dr. 
King to commit suicide. 
We need to remind ourselves that 
Hoover for decades was the truly ex­ 
emplary head of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation His high standards of dis­ 
cipline. and his devotion to the corps he 
developed, made him respectively loved 
and feared by law-abiding, and law- 
breaking citizens. The collapse of the 
later years tells us nothing very new, but 
reminds us of things we tend to forget. 
Power tends to corrupt. The exercise of 
authority into old age often brings 
arrogance. 
Hoover should not have been permitted 
to stay in office after reaching the 
statutory retirement age. Many men and 
women perform brilliantly into their old 
age But it is preferable that their labors 


be private. Certainly they should not dis­ 
pose of policemen Mr. Hoover disgraced 
himself and his Agency, and nobody 
could regard this more bitterly than the 
man who labored throughout most of a 
lifetime to enhance the reputation of his 
agency — Hoover himself. 
2 It is impossible to escape talk about 
CIA plots to assassinate world leaders, 
which is obsessing the public, here and 
abroad Investigation reveals that CIA 
complicity was in fact highly limited. 
And in no case did a CIA agent, or the 
agent of a CIA agent, participate in an 
execution 
Three names are most prominently 
mentioned. Diem was in fact assas­ 
sinated by South Vietnamese acting on 
their own initiative. Lumumba was 
killed by Mobutu in a civil-war situation 
where bullets fly. and people get killed 
by being in the way. Castro survives. 
Meanwhile, e ver yone t akes the 
categorical position that in no circum­ 
stances can a government legitimately 
conspire in a plot to assassinate any 
chief of state. 
Count me out. Police can shoot down 
snipers.

Uhristmas, the season of good 
cheer, is usally painted In reds 
and greens 
For all too many people, 
however, the color winds up 
blue 
The 'Thristmas blues” is one 
of the most widely remarked on 
but least frequently dealt with 
psychological 
phenomena 
around 
Sometimes it seems 
that nearly everyone has had a 
touch of it at sometime and, 
like the rain, it seems to make 
no distinctions, falling on the 
just and unjust alike 
(ieorge A Benson, a practic­ 
ing Christian and a practicing 
psychoanalyst in St 
Louis, 
suggests that part of the reason 
for the Christmas blues is that 
the season, in the way it 
operates in America, sets peo­ 
ple up for a let-down 
In his new book, ‘‘What To l)o 
When You’re Depressed” 
(Augsburg Publishing Hou.se), 
Ben.8on devotes a long chapter 
to the Christmas blues, includ­ 
ing a couple of case histories 
that could belong to almost 
anybody. 


Benson begins with an insight 
that most people would 
acknowledge- 
‘‘Christmas to 
many people is almost a com­ 
mandment to be happy" and 
that happiness is the “ proper" 
attitude for the season. 


“ The trouble with these 
‘proper’ attitudes." he adds, “ is 
that they tend to interrupt the 
normal ebb and flow of every­ 
day em otions” and the 
“ manipulating (of) oneself into 
a merry atmosphere during 
(Tiristmas has overgrown its 
religious dimensions and has 
become a modem social law." 


"Since there is very little 
theological rationale for this 
forced joy we all feel obliged to 
express during the Chri.stmas 
season, we are probably right in 
concluding that it is largely 
.sustained for economic rea­ 
sons." he .said 


“ We are made to feel that 
Christmas is a supreme oppor­ 
tunity to become a ‘success,’" 
Benson said, adding that 
“ economically limited people 
are driven to indebtedne.ss that 
might take months to pay off in 
order to avoid the failure in 
American life, a poor Christ­ 
mas.” 


At the root of much of this, 
according to Benson, is the fact 
that “ most of us just don’t 
realize that our Christmas ex­ 
pectations are grounded on 
childish hopefulness and adoles­ 
cent romanticism ’’ 


Benson says he doesn’t 
depreciate either hopefulness 
or romanticism, but stresses 
that “ during the modern 
Christmas season, we are 
driven to conclude that all the 
hopes and dreams of all the 
Christmases past can and 
‘should’ be met We are led to 
believe that everything is possi­ 
ble and so we are set up for a 
letdown." 


Christmas, Benson con­ 
cludes, has ceased to be a sym­ 
bol. has ceased to condense a 


va rie ty of feelings and 
memories into a commonly 
shared celebration but instead 
has “ become a provacateur of 
in.satiable desire" whether it be 
material or emotional. 


But he says the Christmas 
blues can usually be overcome 
“ if we are willing to recognize 
the psychological pressures In­ 
herent in the secular ('hrist- 
mas “ 


“ Christian people have sound 
theological reasons for joy at 
(’hristmas," he said “ But they 
hesitate to give up the secular

Soon after the first Viking robot 
lands on Mars nest July, a long 
tim will reach out, scoop up a 
handful of soil and dump it into 
a funnel leading to an x-ray

part of Mars is made of 
Scientists back on Earth will 
get an element by element

"We don't expect to get any 
m ajor surprises, such as 
detecting a new element or a 
radically different material on 
M ars.’’ said Dr 
P riestley 
Toulmin, of the U S Geological 
Survey and leader of the team 
of scientists prepared to study 
Martian soil chemistry 
Hut neither do we expect the 
surface material on Mars to 
match anything here on Earth 
We expert it to he different, but 
not so different we can’t ac- 
coimt for it " 


The device, known as an x- 
ray fluorescence spectrometer, 
is capable of detecting most ele­ 
ments known to exist in the 
solar system 


Other instruments aboard the 
Viking will radio back color 
photographs of the Martian sur* 
face, conduct the first search 
for life there, study Mars 
w e a t h e r and l i s t e n for 
Marsquakes A second Viking 
set to land in September carries 
identical instruments. 


To get ready for the flow of 
soil chemistry data from Mars, 
I JSC JS scientists are collecting 
samples of soil and rock from 
all over Earth for comparison 
with the Martian material. 


Lava rock from Hawaii, 
lim estone from G erm any, 
meteorites that fell in Mexico, 
sand from a desert in Chile, soil 
from Antarctica and thousands 
of other Earth samples are be­ 
ing analyzed with an instru­ 
ment similar to the one aboard 
Viking 


The results from 4,000 differ­ 
ent samples are going into a 
computerized library for use by 
at the Jet Propulsion Laborato­ 
ry at Pasadena. C a lif, where 


the Viking data w ill be analyzed 
as it comes in 


"Building from that base of 
information, we can go on to in­ 
terpret the mineralogy of the 
actual minerals that make up 
this material, to identify the 
types of rocks that may be in 
the surface m aterial and 
perhaps even to say something 
about the nature of the weather­ 
ing process at the surface of 
Mars.” Toulmin said 


Mars today appears very dry 
But there are long canyons slic­ 
ing the Mart lan surface that ap­ 
pear to have been carved by 
running water Many scientists 
believe that Mars was consider­ 
ably wetter in earlier ages and. 
if so, the analysis of its soil and 
rocks should c o n firm the 
presence of material altered by 
i water

One expert 
has claimed that one out of 
three abortions results in later 
birth of a handicapped child. 
"The few 
well designed 
studies did not show these ef­ 
fects,” they said recently in dis­ 
cussing a statistical study in­ 


volving 26,000 births in Taipei, 
Taiwan, from 1965-’68

Dr Emanuel said he and his 
colleague did two things in 
tabulating their findings on 
abortion 
"We looked at the data in the 
same 
incorrect fashion, 
as 
some other studies, deliberate­ 
ly. and we did find what some of 
these earlier studies claimed — 
increased stillbirth, m iscar­ 
riage. premature gestation and 
low birth weight." he said. 
"However, most of these 
other studies did not control for 
m a te rn a l 
c h a ra c te ris tic s 
known to be related not only to 
previous 
abortion experience 
but also to outcome of pregnan­ 
cy " 


Those variables were the age 
of the m other, number of 
previous births, previous poor 
outcome of pregnancy and 
socioeconomic status 


"So in order to avoid the 
faults of other studies we 
matched women with abortions 
very closely for these impor­ 
tant 
c h a ra c te ris tic s 
w ith 
wom en who had had no 
previous 
ab o rtio n s,” 
D r, 


Emanuel said 
"W e created two study 
groups—one which had had 


abortions and a control group 
very similar except that they 
had no previous abortions. 
When we did this we found no 
difference in pregnancy out­ 
come for the two groups 
"There was no difference in 
rates of stillbirth, low birth 
weight, early neonatal deaths.
